operating funds: General Fund.

$185,800; 
and Federal Revenue 
Sharing, $215,785.37. 
Several items were removed 
from the General Revenue Fund, 
including $104,000 for the sheriff’s 
department, which was tran­ 
sferred 
to 
Federal 
Revenue 
Sharing. The Soil and Water 
District subsidy this year will be 
paid by drainage district funds. 
Election expenditures for 1975 
will be $24,000 less than 1974. 
There is a $500 decrease in the 
assessor’s budget and a $1,700 
decrease in the Magistrate Court 


budget. 
In 1975 the General Revenue 
Fund 
has 
absorbed 
som e 
statutory salary increases for 
elected officials, a $26,000 in­ 
crease in the welfare depart­ 
ment’s foster care program, an 
estimate of $12,800 for countywide 
planning and zoning, $25,000 for 
county ambulance service and 
$2,500 for the county’s share of the 
Southeast Missouri Regional Port 
Authority. 
In the budget message, Scott 
County Clerk and Budget Officer 
Bob Kielhofner gave to the Court 
Thursday, he said, “Barring any 
unforseen changes to state law, 
Scott County will become a second 
class county in 1979. With this in 
mind, the County Court is hopeful 
of showing a beginning fund 
balance in January 1979, after 
collections of 1978 currr<ft taxes, 


of about $400,000.” 
He said the General Revenue 
Fund 
now 
shows 
a $185,000 
beginning fund balance and the 
goal for this fund balance is 
$210,000 to $240,000 in January, 
1976. 
“With the heavy added ex­ 
penses of running a second class 
county, the County Court wants to 
make every effort to prepare for 
this now,” Kielhofner said. 
Hie 1975 assessed valuation is 
estimated to exceed $76,000,000 
and the court plans to set a 50-cent 
tax rate for this fund, which has 
been operating on a 45-cent tax 
rate for the past two years. 
Kielhofner said the General 
Revenue Fund began 1974 owing 
$60,000 and that it began 1975 
owing $100,000. 
“The court feels this trend must 
be reversed in planning for future

When is this increase effective? 
A. It is effective Wednesday, November 27, 
1974, at all FDIC-insured banks. 
How can I tell whether my deposit is insured by 
FDIC? 
A. Each of the 14,500 FDIC insured banks in the 
United States has an official sign at each teller's 
window using the FDIC logo that appears at the 
bottom of this ad. 
a Can I get more than $40,000 insurance at the 
same bank? 
A. Yes, if you hold accounts in different legal 
ownership capacities. For example, if you are 
married, you can have an account in your name 
insured up to $40,000; your spouse can have an 
account in his or her name insured up to $40,000; 
and you and your spouse can have a joint account 
insured up to $40,000. If you hold several ac­ 
counts in the same ownership capacity, however, 
the maximum insurance to which you are entitled 
is $40,000-even if the total amount in all of the 
accounts is more. The new law has not changed 
the rules—only the dollar amount of insurance has 
been changed. 
Q. How frequently do FDIC-insured banks fail? 
A. In the past ten years, five or six FDIC-insured 
banks on the average have failed each year-about 
four-one hundredths of one percent of all insured 
banks in the country. The year 1974 will proba­ 
bly be no different in this respect than past years. 
Q. What is the record of depositor protection for 
insured banks that have failed? 
A. To date, in all failed banks insured by FDIC, 
over 99 percent of all deposits, insured and un­ 
insured combined, have been paid or made avail­ 
able to their owners. 
Q. If an FDIC-insured bank fails, when and how will 
I get my deposit back? 
A. If an FDIC-insured bank is closed and liqui­ 
dated, FDIC will start to pay insured depositors 
up to the statutory limit within ten days after the 
closing. As the bank's assets are liquidated, own­ 
ers of claims in excess of the $40,000 insurance 
limit will share in the proceeds with other general 
creditors. In cases where the deposit liabilities of 
a failed bank are taken over by another sound 
bank with finahcial assistance from the FDIC, 
depositors have the use of all their funds to the 
same extent they had in the failed bank before it 
closed. 
CL How good is FDIC insurance? 
A. Since its creation in 1933, the FDIC has never 
failed to honor its deposit insurance commitment. 


The federal deposit insurance fund, which has 
been built up from insurance premiums paid by 
FDIC-insured banks and the investment income 
on such premiums, now stands at more than $6 
billion, and is increasing each year by about $400 
million. In addition, the FDIC, by law, can bor­ 
row from the United States Treasury an addition­ 
al $3 billion if it findS this necessary for deposit 
insurance purposes. The FDIC has never found it 
necessary to borrow any money from the Trea­ 
sury, however. In fact, although the deposit insur­ 
ance fund has never been much larger than 1 % of 
all insured deposits in the country, the FDIC has 
never had to use more than a small amount of the 
fund at any one time, even when very large banks 
have failed. 


Q. How large have the insurance losses of FDIC been 
over the years? 
A. Putting to one side for the moment the na­ 
tion's two largest bank failures (United States 
National Bank, San Diego, in 1973 and Franklin 
National Bank, New York, last month) the 
FDIC'«-net loss in R06 bank failures since 1933 
has been approximately $75 million. 


Q. Most of those must have been very small banks. 
What about the $1 billion United States National 
Bank and the $3.6 billion Franklin National 
Bank? 
A. The FDIC laid out about $370 million in con­ 
nection with the failure of United States National 
Bank, but it expects to recover a substantial por­ 
tion of this amount as the receivership of that 
bank progresses. In the case of Franklin National 
Bank, the FDIC's only outlay so far has been 
$100 million for a capital note of European- 
American Bank 8t Trust Company and a small 
amount for initial liquidation expenses (since re­ 
paid). Further outlays are possible, but the 
FDIC's net loss, if any, will probably be veiy 
small. No depositor, of course, tost a nickel in 
either failure. 


Q. I thought the FDIC agreed to pay $1.7 billion to 
the Federal Reserve System to retire the liquidity 
loan Franklin needed before it closed- 
A. It did, but it has the right to collect assets 
carried on Franklin's books at more than $2 bil­ 
lion in order to pay off this loan.

Legal trend bothers scholars 


NEW YORK (AP) — Uneasi­ 
ness 
has 
developed 
among 
some legal scholars at a mod­ 
ern approach to “the law" that 
cuts jurisprudence oft from its 
moral-religious roots. 
The effect as they see it is a 
kind of cut-flower legalism, de­ 
prived of its nuturing sources 
and philosophical depth, yet ex­ 
alted in present times as a sub­ 
stitute "religion" itself. 
As a result, education in the 
law in this country has suffered 
the loss of a vital dimension, 
two noted legal scholars told a 
meeting in San Francisco of the 
Association ol 
American Law 
Schools. 
Harold J. Berman, a Harvard 
University 
professor 
of 
law, 
said the scope of scholarship in 
the field has been reduced by 
“ the neglect of the sources of 
the law in the canons and tran­ 
scendent beliefs of religion." 
The 
resultant 
shallowness 
tends toward “studying cases 
without 
relevance 
to 
ethical 
considerations at all." 
At the sam e time, he said, 
“secularization of legal educa­ 


tion has led to idolizing of the 
law 
itself." 
Berman, 
who is 
Jewish, 
added: 
“ Pursuit ot 
the law's objective of social 
justice, 
without any sense of 
dependence upon God. has pro­ 
duced 
a 
kind 
of utopianism 
which has also become a reli­ 
gion." 
John T. Noonan Jr., a Catho­

BENTON — After nearly a 
month of deliberation, the Scott 
County Court has approved a 1975 
county budget which is $122,801.14 
less than the total budget for 1974. 
The court has appropriated a 
total 
of $900,395.86 
in

operating funds: General Fund. 
$498,810.49i 
Road and Bridge, 
$185,800; 
and Federal Revenue 
Sharing, $215,785.37. 
Several items were removed 
from the General Revenue Fund, 
including $104,000 for the sheriff’s 
department, 
which 
was 
tran­ 
sferred 
to 
Federal 
Revenue 
Sharing. 
The Soil and Water 
District subsidy this year will be 
paid by drainage district funds. 
Election expenditures for 1975 
will be $24,000 less than 1974. 
There is a $500 decrease in the 
assessor’s budget and a $1,700 
d^craase in the Magistrate Court 


budget. 
In 1975 the General Revenue 
Fund 
has 
absorbed 
som e 
statutory salary increases for 
elected officials, a $26,000 in­ 
crease in the welfare depart­ 
ment’s foster care program, an 
estimate of $12,800 for countywide 
planning and zoning, $25,000 for 
county ambulance service and 
$2,500 for the county’s share of the 
Southeast Missouri Regional Port 
Authority. 
In the budget m essage, Scott 
County Clerk and Budget Officer 
Bob Kielhofner gave to the Court 
Thursday, he said, “Barring any 
unforseen changes to state law, 
Scott County will become a second 
class county in 1979. With this in 
mind, the County Court is hopeful 
of showing 
a 
beginning fund 
balance in January 1979, after 
collections of 1978 currr-ft taxes, 


of about $400,000.” 
He said the General Revenue 
Fund 
now 
shows 
a 
$185,000 
beginning fund balance and the 
goal for this fund balance is 
$210,000 to $240,000 in January, 
1976. 
“With the heavy added ex­ 
penses of running a second class 
county, the County Court wants to 
make every effort to prepare for 
this now,” Kielhofner said. 
The 1975 assessed valuation is 
estimated to exceed $76,000,000 
and the court plans to set a 50-cent 
tax rate for this fund, which has 
been operating on a 45-cent tax 
rate for the past two years. 
Kielhofner said the General 
Revenue Fund began 1974 owing 
$60,000 and that it began 1975 
owing $100,000. 
“The court feels this trend must 
be reversed in planning for future 


second class needs,” he said. 
In the Road and Bridge Fund 
the money appropriated is almost 
$90,000 less than what was spent in 
1974, with the result that no new 
asphalt roads are planned to be 
built in 1975.

When is this increase effective? 
A. It 
is effective Wednesday,

1974, at all FDIC insured banks. 


How can I tell whether my deposit is insured by 
FDIC? 
A. Each of the 14,500 FDIC insured banks in the 
United States has an official sign at each teller's 
window using the FDIC logo that appears at the 
bottom of this ad. 


Can I get more than $40,000 insurance at the 
same bank? 
A. Yes, if you hold accounts in different legal 
ownership capacities. For example, if you are 
married, you can have an account in your name 
insured up to $40,000; your spouse can have an 
account in his or her name insured up to $40,000; 
and you and your spouse can have a joint account 
insured up to $40,000. If you hold several ac 
counts in the same ownership capacity, however, 
the maximum insurance to which you are entitled 
is $40,000-even if the total amount in all of the 
accounts is more. The new law has not changed 
the rules-only the dollar amount of insurance has 
been changed. 


How frequently do FDIC-insured banks fail? 
A. In the past ten years, five or six FDIC insured 
banks on the average have failed each year-about 
four-one hundredths of one percent of all insured 
banks in the country. The year 1974 will proba 
bly be no different in this respect than past years. 


What is the record of depositor protection for 
insured banks that have failed? 
A. To date, in all failed banks insured by FDIC, 
over 99 percent of all deposits, insured and un­ 
insured combined, have been paid or made avail­ 
able to their owners. 


If an FDIC-insured bank fails, when and how will 
I get my deposit back? 
A. If an FDIC-insured bank is closed and liqui­ 
dated, FDIC will start to pay insured depositors 
up to the statutory limit within ten days after the 
closing. As the bank's assets are liquidated, own­ 
ers of claims in excess of the $40,000 insurance 
limit will share in the proceeds with other general 
creditors. In cases where the deposit liabilities of 
a failed bank are taken over by another sound 
bank with financial assistance from the FDIC, 
depositors have the use of all their funds to the 
same extent they had in the failed bank before it 
closed. 


How good is FDIC insurance? 
A. Since its creation in 1933, the FDIC has never 
failed to honor its deposit insurance commitment.

The federal deposit insurance fund, which has 
been built up from insurance premiums paid by 
FDIC-insured banks and the investment income 
on such premiums, now stands at more than $6 
billion, and is increasing each year by about $400 
million. In addition, the FDIC, by law, can bor­ 
row from the United States Treasury an addition­ 
al $3 billion if it find§ this necessary for deposit 
insurance purposes. The FDIC has never found it 
necessary to borrow any money from the Trea­ 
sury, however. In fact, although the deposit insur­ 
ance fund has never been much larger than 1 % of 
all insured deposits in the country, the FDIC has 
never had to use more than a small amount of the 
fund at any one time, even when very large banks 
have failed. 


How large have the insurance losses of FDIC been 
over the years? 
A. Putting to one side for the moment the na­ 
tion's two largest bank failures (United States 
National Bank, San Diego, in 1973 and Franklin 
National 
Bank, 
New York, 
last month) the 
FDIC's net loss in 506 hank failures since 1933 
has been approximately $75 million. 


Most of those must have been very small banks. 
What about the $1 billion United States National 
Bank and the $3.6 billion Franklin National 
Bank? 
A. The FDIC laid out about $370 million in con­ 
nection with the failure of United States National 
Bank, but it expects to recover a substantial por­ 
tion of this amount as the receivership of that 
bank progresses. In the case of Franklin National 
Bank, the FDIC's only outlay so far has been 
$100 million for a capital note of European- 
American Bank & Trust Company and a small 
amount for initial liquidation expenses (since re­ 
paid). 
Further outlays are possible, but the 
FDIC's net loss, if any, will probably be very 
small. No depositor, of course, lost a nickel in 
either failure. 


I thought the FDIC agreed to pay $1.7 billion to 
the Federal Reserve System to retire the liquidity 
loan Franklin needed before it closed- 
A. It did, but it has the right to collect assets 
carried on Franklin's books at more than $2 bil­ 
lion in order to pay off this loan.

Two years ago we noted in this column that some of the best 
religious magazines around were not known to the general 
reading public. It takes a stack of dollars to put a journal in a 
secular reading rack and many of our better publications can 
hardly even afford a decent mailing (some junk mail IS good) to 
gain your subscription. 
“Youth" magazine comes under these restrictions. Yet it con­ 
tinues to grow and reach a responsive audience of young people in 
the United States and Canada. It is the one magazine that our four 
(ages 15-22) kids will immediately read upon arrival. E at your 
heart out, “ Newsweek." 
Like every strong publication. “Youth" has some first-rate 
critics. One reader suggests that after reading the September 
1974 issue, I may want to rescind my endorsement of this 
magazine or at least tone down the enthusiasm. The article in 
question, “ What Changes Can We M ake?", suggests a dozen ways 
to slow down personal consumption, control industrial growth 
and m aterialism and improve the environment. 
The most controversial points, which angered some critics, 
were: 
Advertising: Eliminate the advertising industry, with its 
emphasis on greedy accumulation of more possessions. 
The m ilitary: Establish a nonviolent civilian defense force. 
This allows us to eliminate tanks, planes and battleships which 
use much of the world’s resources. 
Businesses: U.S. corporations and other business are now own­ 
ed by a minority of private individuals and are run on the basis of 
earning private profit. This often causes conflicts with the need 
for the economy to run according to ecology and human need. 
Therefore, raise the consciousness of businesses and establish 
public ownership. 
Some critics argue that these suggestions smack of pure 
“ socialism, marxism, totalitarianism and hum anism." Others 
feel that they are naive and totally impractical. The editors put 
them up for discussion and that much has succeeded. 
Some of the other ideas are not on the complaint list, probably 
because they are already in operation, are: 
Clothes: Try ignoring fad fashions and wearing your clothes un­ 
til they are worn out. . . . Avoid clothes which will need dry 
cleaning or much washing as these processes contribute to pollu­ 
tion. And sew your own clothing! 
Gadgets: Boycott energy-consuming gadgets, whether they are 
electric knives, can openers, toothbrushes, typewriters, blankets, 
etc. Do it yourself, using your own energy resources! 
For this reader, “Youth" is controversial, lively, stimulating 
and informative. Now 1C denominations make up the sponsor list, 
the most recent additions being the American Baptists and the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church. It is still $5 a year and Editor 
Herman C. Ahrens Jr. likes to hear from people, so write to him 
at 1505 Race St., Philadelphia, Pa. 19102. 
The big personality article in the September issue was on Kyle 
Rote Jr., the Dallas soccer star who won the big prize of $53,600 
at the Superstar Olympiad in Rotonda, Fla., this year. This 
Episcopal seminarian is one of the brightest lights around and do­ 
ing all the right things for young people, in and out of the church. 
Rote sees people turning to the Christian church, seeking 
answers to the basic questions of life. It’s nice to know that the 
new leadership is alive and active and that magazines are around 
to keep us up to date.

Our 
Scripture 
reading 
from Acts tends to give us a

then as now was for the 
individual and his place in 
the community. 
As noted in earlier lessons 
we learn that Luke,

author of Acts, was chiefly 
interested in recording the 
contemporary history, noting

The writer of this most

Testament books wanted to 
show that the church was not 
in conflict with Rome.

help the leaders in 
attracting more followers. 
For these early Christians,

leaders today find 
help in rereading Acts to get 
new spirit in helping to over­ 
come church problems. 
The new church was a

community. 
It 
offered

brought these believers into 
homes for fellowship.

Legal trend bothers scholars 


NEW YORK (AP) — Uneasi­ 
ness 
has 
developed 
among 
some legal scholars at a mod­ 
ern approach to “ the law" that 
cuts jurisprudence oil from its 
moral-religious roots. 
The effect as they see it is a 
kind of cut-flower legalism, de­ 
prived of its nuturing sources 
and philosophical depth, yet ex­ 
alted in present times as a sub­ 
stitute “ religion" itself. 
As a result, education in the 
law in this country has suffered 
the loss of a vital dimension, 
two noted legal scholars told a 
meeting in San Francisco of the 
Association ot 
American Law 
Schools. 
Harold J Berman, a Harvard 
University 
professor 
of 
law, 
said the scope of scholarship in 
the field has been reduced by 
“the neglect ol the sources of 
the law in the canons and tran­ 
scendent beliefs of religion." 
The 
resultant 
shallowness 
tends toward “studying cases 
without 
relevance 
to 
ethical 
considerations at all." 
At the same time, he said, 
“secularization of legal educa­ 


tion has led to idolizing of the 
law 
itself" 
Berman, 
who is 
Jewish, 
added: 
“Pursuit ot 
the 
law's objective of social 
justice, without any sense of 
dependence upon God, has pro­ 
duced 
a 
kind 
of utopianism 
which has also become a reli­ 
gion."

“There is a virtual search for 
salvation in the law by people 
coming to law schools today.”
